St. Paul & Sioux City R. R. Co. with those of the 
C, St. P., M. & O. Ry, previous to which a rental 
charge was paid by the latter for the use of the St. 
P. , S. & T. F. R. R., between Lake St. Croix and St. 
Paul, a proprietary road of the St. Paul & Sioux 
City Company. 
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Increase from operation, $940,240.88, or 23 38- 
100 per cent. 

The operating expenses, including taxes, were in- 
creased $464,326.48, or 16 72-100 per cent. 

The ratio of operating expenses to earnings was 
61 83-100 per cent. ; and including taxes. Go 31-100 
per cent, against 65 48-100, and 69 03-100 respect- 
ively, for the preceding year. The gross earnings 
per mile of road operated, were $4,751.70 against 
$4,155.48 the preceding year; the expenses and 
taxes $3,i03.31 against $2,868.63; and the net re- 
ceipts $1,648.39, against $1,286.85 per mile of road 
operated.

NEW EQUIPMENT. 

Equipment has been increased during the year 
by the purchase of 40 locomotive engines, 7 pas- 
senger cars, 2 baggage cars, 673 freight cars — box, 
150 freight cars — stock, 308 freight cars — flat, 24 
caboose cars, 5 tool cars, 1 pile driver. 

CONSTRUCTION AND RENEWALS. 

A second track was graded and laid on the East- 
ern Division from East St. Paul to Post's, from Mid- 
vale to Oak dale and from Elmo to Stillwater Junc- 
tion, a total of 8 miles. 

The grade of the track near Oakdale was raised 
for a distance of 13,000 feet, from a varying grade 
of 60 to 100 feet, to a uniform grade of 35 feet per 
mile, involving the movement of 140,000 yards of 
earth. 

A large amount of track work was done on the 
St. Paul and Sioux City Divisions and branches, in 
the way of ditching, ballasting and filling small 
trestle bridges. 

Upon the Nebraska Division, 7 miles of grade 
through the valley of the Logan river, was raised

three feet to guard against trouble from the overflow 
of that stream. 

Additional ground was purchased in West Min- 
neapolis at a cost of $62,277.35, and the capac- 
ity and working convenience of the yard greatly 
increased. At East Minneapolis forty acres of 
ground was purchased for $20,000, and over three 
miles of track laid. The station grounds at Sioux 
City being unfavorably situated for local business, 
:and becoming inadequate to increasing demands, 
the purchase was made of additional grounds in 
a suitable locality, which have been graded and par- 
tially occupied with tracks. There was also ac- 
<juired considerable additional ground on the banks 
of the Missouri River at Sioux City, made neces- 
sary by the frequent change of the transfer landing 
-caused by action of water. 

BBIDGES. 

Eastern Division and Branches — The work of 
replacing the wooden bridge across Lake St. 
Croix, at Hudson, with iron and stone, was ad- 
vanced by the construction of 1,816 cubic yards 
of masonry, leaving 290 yards to finish the piers. 
One span of iron-riveted lattice bridge, 157 feet in 
length was erected, leaving ten spans of 84 feet to 
be put in to complete the work.* 

* The bridge has been entirely flniBhed and old stractnre removed at the time of 
'Writing this report, May, 1888. 
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An overhead iron bridge was built at Bast St. 
Paul Junction, extending over the tracks of the St. 
P., M. & M. Wj and of this company, connecting 
Westminster street with the freight yard at that 
point, aflfbrding convenient access for business pur- 
poses. The cost of the structure was apportioned 
between the two companies. 

la addition to these two important structures 99 
pile and trestle bridges aggregating 3,681 lineal 
feet were renewed. 

Northern Division — One 60 foot Howe truss 
span over the Willow River at New Richmond was 
renewed. 

St Paul Division — On the St. Paul Division 
31 pile and trestle bridges, aggregating 966 lineal 
feet, were renewed, and 1 wooden truss 48 feet 
span across Le Sueur creek. . 

Sioux Citff Division — 41 pile and trestle bridges, 
aggregating 769 lineal feet were renewed and 710 
cubic yards of masonry laid in piers for two spans of 
iron bridge, one of 157 and one of 100 feet across 
the Des Moines river at Windom.* Several bridges 
on this division were replaced by stone culverts and 
filled with learth. 

* Completed at date of writiog thU report, May, 1888. 
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NebrcLsTca Division — On the Nebraska Division 
58 pile and trestle bridges were renewed; aggregate 
length, 2,396 feet. 

NEW BUILDINGS. 

Eastern Division — On the Eastern Division 
there was erected at Elroy a brick engine house 
of 10 stalls; at Augusta a new water tank and 
engine room; at Altoona, to which place the repair 
shops were moved from Eau Claire, there were 
erected: Brick machine shop 70x100; brick power 
room 26x30; brick blacksmith shop 40x40; brick 
store-room and ofRce 40x60; wooden station and 
office building combined, wooden warehouse for 
track material and a sand house. The 20-stall brick 
engine house was completed and steam heating ap- 
paratus provided for machine shop, engine house 
and store-room. 

At Knapp— Station building 24x60. . 

Menominee Junction — Water tank, engine room 
and well. 

North Wisconsin Junction — Section house. 

Hudson — Land Commissioner's office, brick 32x85. 

River Palls Junction — Telegraph office. 

Lake Elmo — Agent's cottage. 

Northern Division — The following new struc- 
tures were erected, viz:

St. Paul Division — The St. Paul shops were 
opened for operation in January and the following 
additions made during the year:

Kasota — Wooden engine house with stone founda- 
tion and pits, 2 stalls and turn table. 

Elmore — Cottage and engine house, wood, 2 stalls. 

Winnebago — Water tank 16x24,and well. 

Sioux City Division — New buildings were 
erected on this division as follows : 
Salem — Wooden engine house, 1 stall. 
Sioux Falls— Coal shed 18x183. 
Sibley — Station building rebuilt 24x86. 
Lemars — Coal shed 18x312, water tank 16x24. 
Sioux City— Coal shed 18x252. 

Nebraska Division — The following structures 
were built, viz: 

Emerson — Coal shed 18x177, water tank 16x24. 
Oakland^Coal shed 18x177. 
Craig — Station building 24x48, 2 stories. 
Omaha— Coal shed 18x177. 
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New track scales were put in during the year at 
Altoona, Stillwater, East Henderson, Le Sueur, Man- 
kato, St. James, Winnebago City, Sheldon, Yalley 
Springs and Sioux City. 

SIDE TRACKS. 

There have been laid at various points 22 18-100 
miles of side track, costing $102,350.13. 

NEW LIKES. 

Of the new lines in progress of construction a^ 
date of last annual report the ISTorfolk branch 
has been completed and is in operation, 19 91-100* 
miles of track having been laid and the line equips 
ped with depot buildings, stock yards and water 
stations. Terminal facilities at Norfolk, owned joint- 
ly with the Union Pacific R'y Co., aflford excel- 
lent means of transfer with that road. Connection 
is had at this point also with the Sioux City & 
Pacific R. R. 

In Wisconsin the line of the Superior Branch 
was completed from a point nine miles above Su- 
perior Junction to a connection with the Northern* 
Pacific R. R. near Superior City, a distance of 51 
42-100 miles. For the construction of this line the 
Company will receive ten sections per mile of valu- 
able pine land under the Wisconsin legislation of" 
1882. 
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On the 4th and 5th extensions of the ISTortherni 
Division, 26 miles of track was laid and ballasted^ 
and considerable grading and bridging done be- 
tween the end of the track and Bayfield. 

A line was graded into Ashland upon a location^ 
well calculated to accommodate the business of the- 
mills at that place and to materially increase the 
lumber traffic of the road. 

The track of the Chippewa Falls and Northern 
Ry., a proprietary road, was extended from Bloom-- 
er to within less than 3 miles of Chicago Junction 
on the Northern Division, a distance of 52 miles,, 
making a total of 149 33-100 miles new track laid 
on all divisions during the year. 

It is expected that the grade of the Northern. 
Division will be finished to Bayfield ready for the 
track by July 1, 1883, a distance of 29 miles- 
from the end of the track as at present laid. Ex- 
clusive of terminal work, in addition to some pile 
bridging, there will be about 120,000 yards of earth 
and 14,000 yards of rocks to move to complete the 
grading of this line. 

Grading and bridging of the branch to Ashland 
are finished. This line will be ready for operatioi^ 
by July 15, 1883. 

Considerable ballasting i*emains to be done upon«t 
the Superior branch, especially upon the northerly- 
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20 mile section. This will be done as early as 
weather and condition of ground will allow. 
' The work of changing a portion of the line of 
the Nebraska Division near Omaha, known as the 
Florence Cut-oflF, has been delayed by unforeseen 
difficulties in handling material. With the exception 
of two deep cuts and a small amount of bridging 
it is ready for the track, but owing to the char- 
acter of the material, it is somewhat uncertain as 
to the amount yet to be moved and time of com- 
pletion. It is probable that track will be laid over 
the whole during the coming season. When com- 
pleted the line will have been shortened nearly five 
miles, and the grade reduced f om 116 feet with 
6 degree curves, to 66 feet with 3 degree curves.

Equipment has been increased during the year by the pur- 
chase of 16 locomotives, 2 dining cars, 9 first-class passenger 
cars, 4 baggage, express and combination 'cars, 2 caboose cars 
and 200 coal cars. 

NEW LINES. 

The lines in Wisconsin under construction at date of last 
annual report are finished and in operation, in addition to 
which has been built a line from Eau Claire to Chippewa 
Falls under the franchises of the Eau Claire and Chippewa 
Falls Railway, 10 58-100 miles in length, uniting the Eastern 
and Northern Divisions, and completing a direct line between 
Eau Claire and Lake Superior termini. This road, as well as 
the remainder of the Chippewa Falls and Northern Railway 
with which it connects, was purchased by the C, St. P., M. & 
O. Ry. Co., when completed, in accordance with the laws of 
Wisconsin. Station buildings, engine house and yard have 
been constructed at Chippewa Falls. At Bayfield and Ashland 
necessary terminal facilities have been provided, including 
yards and tracks. At Washburn where it is expected the prin- 
cipal transfer between rail and lake will take place, ample 
grounds for tracks and buildings are secured, and a substantial 
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dock 150x500 feet will be ready for use at the opening of navi- 
gation the coming season. The natural advantages of this 
point are its comparatively protected situation, uniformly suf- 
ficient depth of water without dredging, and a shore line readily 
adapted to convenient track system, while it is reached from 
the south by a line limited for more than 150 miles to a max- 
imum grade of eight-tenths and curvature of three degrees. 
Between Washburn and Bayfield, 13 miles, there are two grades 
of 80 feet to the mile, over which a heavy freight traffic is not 
for the present anticipated. The Ashland Railway referred to 
in last report was put into operation July 22d, the main line to 
Ashland Junction being opened the same date, and service 
extended to Washburn and Bayfield October 28th. 

Nebraska. — A promising but hitherto undeveloped section 
of Northeastern Nebraska has been opened up by the con- 
struction of the Hartington Branch, under the charter of the 
Sio\ix City and Nebraska Railroad, beginning at Wakefield 
station on the Norfolk line of the Nebraska Division, and ex- 
tending northwesterly a distance of 33 76-100 miles through 
Dixon and Cedar counties to Hartington. The line is direct, 
following the valleys of the Logan and Bow, with nominal 
grades. It is laid with cedar ties, new 56 pound steel rails, 
equipped with three station houses, sidetracks, stock yards, five 
section houses, three water tanks, and one two-stall engine 
house. This line was opened for business November 1st, and 
was purchased when completed by this Company. 

There is reason to expect rapid development of the territory 
thus reached, a good number of farmers and business men 
having already established themselves along the line. Suitable 
means will be adopted for the further introduction of settlers 
into this productive region. 

Florence Cut-off. — Unforeseen difficulties have delayed 
completion of this work; six miles of sixty-pound steel has been 
purchased, four of which is laid and surfaced. Very little 
grading remains to be done. It is now expected to' lay the 
remaining two miles of track within the next thirty days, and 
to put the line into early oi)eration. 
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CONSTRUCTION AND RENEWAL. 

The second track between St. Paul and Stillwater Junction 
was completed, 6 93-100 miles having been graded and laid 
with sixty-five pound steel rail during the year last past. 
Irregularities of the old grade were at the same time corrected, 
and tracks thoroughly ballasted. The Eastern and Northern 
Divisions have been improved by the expenditure of $37,063.80, 
and the St. Paul & Sioux City and Nebraska Divisons of 
$42,451.52, in ballasting and widening and deepening ditches, 
all of which has been charged to operating expenses. Upon the 
Eastern Division there was laid 26 29-100 miles of new sixt}'- 
five pound and 16 54-100 miles of new sixty pound steel rails 
in main track, replacing steel of lighter weight, which was used 
in other lines and for side tracks. Additional side and yard 
tracks were constructed on this Division aggregating 5 15-100 
miles, and 3 35-100 miles of siding were renewed. Upon that 
portion of the Northern Division in operation at the beginning of 
the year 5 53-100 miles of new side and yard tracks were con- 
structed. On the St. Paul & Sioux City Division 6 57-100 
miles, and on the Nebraska Division 1 54-100 miles, making a 
total of 18 79-100 miles for the system, costing $139,026.11. A 
central transfer station for the Northern Division has been 
established at Spooner, 1 3-10 miles north of the intersection of 
the lines from St. Paul and Eau Claire, and about midway 
between those points and Lake Superior. A large yard has 
been graded, tracks laid and buildings erected, including a coal 
shed of 3,000 tons capacity, and an eight-stall engine house. 
The Company owns 160 acres of land at this place, and liberal 
reservation has been made for future wants.

BRIDGES. 

Eastern Division — The iron bridge across Lake St. Croix at 
Hudson was completed early in the year. 72 pile and trestle 
bridges aggregating 1241 lineal feet were renewed. 6 new pile 
bridges aggregating 151 lineal feet were built to provide water- 
way.

Nebraska Division — 55 pile and trestle bridges were entirely 
rebuilt; aggregate length, 2628 lineal feet. 
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TELEGRAPH. 

The following additions and improvements to telegraph lines 
have been made under the contract with the Western Union 
Telegraph Company : 

Five new wires have been strung between St. Paul and Elroy; 
also a wire for the exclusive use of the railway, connecting the 
shops at St. Paul with St. Paul and Minneapolis — 16^ miles. 
The old line between Menomonie Junction and Elro}'^, a dis- 
tance of 132 miles, has been thoroughly rebuilt. Upon the 
Northern Division a second wire was strung between North 
Wisconsin Junction and Mason, and a two-wire line built 
between Mason and Bayfield, with a loop to Ashland, com- 
pleting a double wire line for the Northern Division, the older 
portion of which was put in first-class condition. A single 
wire line between Eau Claire and Spooner was also completed. 
Upon the St. Paul and Sioux City Division a line was built 
between Sioux Falls and Salem — Sd}4 miles. On the Nebraska 
Division a single wire line was erected between Wakefield and 
Hartington — 33 8-lC miles, and the material for the stringing of 
a second wire between Sioux City and Omaha provided. This 
Company now has 1,035 miles of telegraph line in excellent 
working order. A small expenditure will place the lines on 
the Nebraska Division in equally good condition.

Sir: — I respectfully submit my report of the transactions of 
the Land Department for the year ending December 31, 1883: 

The lands disposed of during the year from the several 
grants of the Company were as follows, viz: From the West 
Wisconsin Railway Grant, 40,548 32-100 acres; considerationj 
$127,000.49; an average of $3.13 1-10 per acre. From the 
North Wisconsin Railway Grant, 155,608 28-100 acres; consid- 
eration, $1,204,388.49; an average of $7.74 per acre. From the 
Superior Railway Grant, 22,849 99-100 acres; consideration, 
$105,197.22; an average of $4.60 3-10 per acre. The sales of 
Town Lots in the West Wisconsin Railway Grant amounted to 
$860.00, and Nebraska Town Lots to $1198.60. The total con- 
sideration for lands and lots disposed of during the year 
amounts to $1,438,644.80. The number of acres deeded during 
the year out of North Wisconsin Railway Grant was 
134,593 50-100 acres, of West Wisconsin Railway Grant,
